TRON MINING. 


A great reyival bas taken place 
in iron mining during the past year 
or two, and steady shipments of ore 
haye been made from Madoc niines 
to the Hamilton Smelting Works 
for months past. Messrs. L. Sherk, 
Son & Co., of Hamilton, who are 
operating the Wallbridge hematite 
mine, about 4 miles north of Madoc, 
haye contracted to supply 50 tons 
perday. This firm is operating on 
the east side of the ‘county road, 
across from the old Wallbridge 
mine, and the ore is of a yery 
superior quality, Mr. H. E. Sherk, 
the janior member of the firm, who 
is here personally superintending 
the work, informing Tue Review 
that the ore is the best ever shipped 
to the Hamilton Smelting Works 
from any source, averaging as high 
as 62 per cent. A very careful 


selecting and culling of the ore at 


the mine gives them this high per- 
centage. They employ about 15 
meén at present, and several teams 
are steadily engaged hauling the 
ore to Eldorado where it is shipped. 
A boiler and pumping machinery 
has been installed at the mine this 
Week to pump out the old shaft,and 
keep them clear of water for the 
future, and the outlook is good 
for steady work for some time to 
come. They are working a shaft 
about 35 feet in depth at present. 
Mr. W. J. Comerford, a practical 
miner, has charge of the mine. 


Owing to the almost impassable 
roads into the Welsh and St.Cherles 
mines, shipments have stopped for a 
few days, but mining is being ac- 
tively pushed as heretofore by 
managers Badgley and Phillips. <A 
new siding has been built by the 
Grand Trank at Madoc station to 
facilitate the loading of ore, and 
preparations are being made for a 
busy season’s work during the 
winter.

Our New Ronald Eorine makes a Record 
Trial. 


On the afternoon of Thanksgiving 
Day the officers of the Madoc Fire Com- 
pany decided to have a little trial prac- 
tice with the new Ronald Steam Engine 
and it proved a most entertaining 
and Satisfactory trial to the citizens as 
well as firemen, At exactly 22 minutes 
past 2 o'clock Mr. James White applied 
the match, in three minutes Mr. Pred 
Rollins, engineer, started the pump, 
and in less than four minutes the eng- 
ine was throwing two powerful streams 
of water, each through 500 feet of hose, 
high in the air—many feet higher than 
the tallest building in the village. 
Afterwards a line of 1000 feet of hose 
was laid out, with equally satisfactory 
results, an inch and a quarter stream 
being thrown over 150 feet. Mr, Rol- 
lings was not working the engine to 
nearly its full capacity, the trial being

start, and in emergency Mr. Rollins is 
confident that he can throw water in 
from 14 to 2 minutes. The engine need 
not be moved from its quarters to cover 
any pointin the business part of the 
village within 1500 feet of the engine 
house. ‘he three water tanks will be 
ready in a short time, two being placed 
on St. Lawrence street east and one 
west of the Presbyterian church. We 
doubt ifany village in Canada will 
have better fire protection than Madoc.

DREAD BUBONIC PLAGUE. 
TER OUTBREAK AT VIENNA A 
VERITABLE TRAGEDY. 

Mew the Biecnse Was Contracted — The 
@rigtnal Victim @wed Bis Prematere 
Reeth t# an Uncculinied Bat. the 
Benger of an Epidemic.

The germs have undoubted- 
ly been earried broadcast through the 
elty from Nothnagel'’s laboratory. 
There is danger of a general epidemic. 
' Bariech, the original victim of the 
Vienna laboratory, owed hie death, ao- 
cording to the latest report, to a rat. 


He wae an assistant in the laboratory 


The doctore had been making experi- 
mente with anti-toxin on the rat. In 
the first place, the germs were inject- 
ed into the animal. Then it was put 
back into ite cage, in order that the 
dimease might develop and the anti- 
toxin be teated. Bariech was ordered 


to report on the condition of the ani- | 


looking at the rat from a eafe distance 
he took it out. He held it too loosely. 
Quick es lightning it twisted and bit 
deep into his thumb. The dumb victim 
of ecience took ag awful revenge. Its 
gharp teeth carried the germs right 
into the man’s circulation. 

Bariach drepped the rat, which die 
appeared in a hole. He sucked his 
thumb and said and apparently thought 
no more about it. 

For three days Barisch went about 
the city aa usual, visiting friends, 
drinking beer and enjoying the larg- 
eat possible amount of social inter- 
course. Even afier he began to feel 
ill he aaid nothing about what had 
happened, 

STRICKEN DOWN. 


‘At the end of three days he was 
stricken down with the plague in its 
worst form. He had swelling in all the 
glands of his body, blackness of the 
skin and terrible vomiting. In eight 
houre he died. 

Dr. Mueller treated him. In three 


days he developed the plague and died. 
Two women nurees, Albine Pecha and 
Johanna Hochegger, were dreadfully 
ill, but recovered. 

Six other cases then developed. They 
were treated in an isolated building. 
One physician, Dr. Pooch, who volun- 
teered for the work, stayed inside the 
building. He wrote his prescriptions 
and held them against the windew 
pane inside. They were read by other 
physiciaas outside. All contract be- 
tween ocoupanta of the isolated build- 
ing and outsiders was avoided. 

te have long been dreaded as & 
means of spreading plague infection. 
They epread it in Hong eo Bom- 
bay, two cities where the disease has 
raged recently. 

Wherever the pestilence has appear- 
ed vast quantities of dead rate have 
been about the houses. This was par- 
ticularly true during the last epidemic 
in Bombay. After the dead rate had 
been seen the human death rate 


‘loame high. It is conjectured that af- 


ter one man had been killed by the 
plague the rate attacked the dead 
body. The rate carried the infection to 
other houses. The germs clung to their 
hair and whiskers. The animals contam- 
inated human food, then sickened and 
died. Their bodies were eaten by oth- 
er rate and vermin. Thus the disease 
was spread far and wide. It is also 
probable that eoilled dressings were 
carelessly thrown away and gnawed 
by the rata. 
SPREAD BY INOCULATION. 

It was long ago recognized that the 

disease could be spread by inoculation, 


One of Dr. Kitasato's assistants in Hong | 
Kong cut himself while performing an | 


autopsy on a plague ease, developed 
the disease and almost lost his life. 
The bubonic plague is the same as the 
“black death,” which nearly depopu- 
lated Europe on several occasions. Its 
last appearance in England was viv- 
idly described by Daniel Defoe. 

Dr. Kitasato, a young Japanese phy- 
gician, is credite 
the first to isolate the microbe of the 
plague. 

The plague lurks perpetually in cer- 
tain interior —_ — : — 
ally it appears in the great ports an 
areaten apanic. In 1884 it broke out 
in a eevere form at Hong Kong. It 
travelled down the coast to Saigon. 
Finally in 1897 It appeared in Bombay 


and other cities of India, Cold and heat 


have littl or no effect on the. dis 
Sense. It flourishes wherever filth is 
abundant, and where population has 
little vitality to resist disease. 

The disease owes its name to its pre- 
dominant characteristic. which is an 
intense inflammation of the lympha- 
tic glands. These are situated in the 

roin, armpite, thorax, neck and ab- 


omen. 

Infection ia liable to be carried for 
three or four months by « person who 
haa recovered from the plague. Aas the 
natives of Asia use the same streams 
of water for washing their clothes, 
bathing and drinking, it is mot sur- 
pris! that the disease is quickly 
apread. There is great danger of car- 
rying the disease im merchandise to 
Europe or Amorica. ;

The pessimist, regording only the in- 
iquitiea oad injustices of the present 
has only to turn back one hundred 
years to find that the world really

USES FOR KEROSENE OI. 

Kerosene oll is good for many 
things besides fuel and lamp oil. It 
should always be substituted for soap 
in cleaning shellacked floors, Use a 
cupful to a pailful of lukewarm water 
~hot water spoils the varnish — and 
wipe with afloor mop er asoft cloth. 
After scrubbing oilcloth, if a little 
kerosene is rubbed om it and rubbed 
dry, the colors of the oilcloth will be 
wonderfully freshened and improved 
by the process. 

For removing rust nothing is equal 
to kerosene. If the article is badly 
rusted pour the oil into a pan and lay 
with the rusted surface in the oil so as 
to cover it. Leave for as long as may 
be necessary for the oil to penetrate 
the rust; then wipe off, and polish with 
gand soap, or rub with bath brick, ac- 
cording to the article to be cleaned, 

When your lamp chimneys are smok- 
ed newspaper, wet with kerosene, is 
much better than water for cleaning 
them, and after they are washed the 
same medium polishes them beautiful- 
ly. Only be wery careful to rnb all 
the oil off before using the lamp or 
it will have a bad odor. The objec-

Tt is ee at the outset that the 
two words * thank” and “think” are 
from the same Anglo-Saxon root. 
History well illustrates the truth that 
failure to think has meant failure to 
thank. Thoughtlessness of God means 
thanklessness toward Him. The great- 
est trouble Moses had with the multi- 
tudes of Israel was to get them into 
a proper thought of God, and then to 
keep them thinking aright concerning 

im. Spasmodic thought means to- 
day what it meant in their day, an 
ephagneral goodness. Habitual thought 
o menus & ay wd attitude to Him, 
attempted at least by the man or na- 
tion. Moses knew this, hence his dis- 
course as given inthe book of Deuter- 
onomy has for its central idea, ohedi- 
ence to: God's law as the result of 
romembrance of the Divine goodness. 

distinct appeals are made to the 
people not ‘to forget. His regret was 
that they had forgotten the “ rock” of 
their salvation. From Moses’ day 
down through the hietory df the Israel- 
itish nation, the same lament is often 
voiced, The prophets sighed iu sorrow 
over the dire calamities awaiting a for- 
getful people, and the word of the Most 
High to them was often‘ My people 
have forgotten Mo, and have trusted 
in falsehood.” Calamities came, and 
history has repeated itself since then. 
The times of Jesus were little if any 
better. He said “They considered 
not,” “ Their heart was hardened,” and 
after His day Paul reproached the 
church with the words "Ve have for- 
gotten the exhortation.” ‘This forget- 
fulness of God is still prevalent. in 
Irving’s ‘‘ Goldsmith” Samuel John- 
ston is represented as saying that 
there was not one of a certain large and 
gay assemblage but was afraid to go 
home and think. Could we but pro- 
duce habits of thoughtfulness of God's 
mercies there would be a more general 
thanksgiving. day we celebrate 
will be helpful and profitable in propor- 
tion as it stirs us up to remember the 
“ woodness and mercy ” of God through- 
out our lives. By this frame of mind 
we will truly 
** Let all pleasures be more pleasant, 

let all eriefs with help be nerved, 

Let all blessings praise their ‘sources 
with the thanks that are deserved : 
Eyery spirit should look heayenward, 

every heart should tribute pay 
To the Soul of souls that treats us to 

this grand old Day.” 

It would be impossib'e to enumerate 
the manifold reasons for thanksgiving; 
but if in our relations to God we are as 
in verse 15 ‘ever mindful of His cove- 
nant” we will each for himself find 
abundant reason to praise. What are 
the forces that prevent this mindful- 
ness in society? There are many evi- 
dent to all, but the following are per- 
haps the more common. The habit of 
complaining is too general. We are 


apt to magnify our troubles and mini-. 


mize our mercies. In consequence we 
murmur when we should rejoice and 
repine instead of giving thanks. Let 
us look upward to the Sun of all our 
mercies, and the very habit will bring 
gladness, for the ows shall fall 
behind us, and we shall see. only the 
clear and shining guidance of His 
hand. Trust Him and obey. 
*O! let us hold unraffied still 
The pure peace of believing ; 
The clear rich anthem of our praise 
free from notes of grieving ; 
In sweet, serene and thankful hearts 
Lies all the joy of living; 
Lift pure and strong your choral song, 
And make a glad thanksgiving.” 
‘Our own sense of sufficiency is apt to 
bring us into Wrone relations towards 
God also. Nebuchadnezzar-like we are 
given to boast of the “great Babylon 
which 1 have builded” and in our 
proud self-complacency forget Him by 
whose mercy alone, even material 
blessings and earthly good are ible 
to any. ‘‘ Mine own arm and mine 
own power have gotten me this 
wealth,” was the boast of the people of 
old, Are we much better than they ? 
We an rt of a great nation, the 
greatest the earth hasever known. Of 
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there is no doubt. Bat do we 
y consider that the strength of 
Britain is net in her commerce, her ar- 
world-wide ions or 
her material wealth; but in the allegi- 
ance of her pedple to the God of 
Nations? Uvur beloved Queen has set 
before her perple an illustrious example 
of thoughtful recognition of the higher 
Sovereignty of Almighty God, and our 
Dominion and Empire will be perpetu- 
ated in strength in proportion as we 


, recognize and honor our fathers’ God. 


Another source of weakness ia « ' 
ted by the prayer of the tex¢: * po 
us together.” and “ deliver as from the 
heathen.” We would reluctantly ad- 
mit, many of us, that we have fellow- 
ship with heathenish practices, yet who 
can think of the debauchery and im- 
measurable degredation that results to 
us as a people from the legalized drink 

¢ without confessing that there is 
still much that savors strongly of 
heathendom among us? And that 
other dreadful traffic, the opium trade, 
how it should awaken within us a 
p desire that under the guidance of 
nce ed God we as a nation may be 
freed from that which devastates and 
destroys the national manhood. 0! for 
the unity of all who profess to be His 
disciples in the great work of banishing 
from our midst that which to us, is as 
destructive as the unholy alliances of 
Israel with the heathen of their day 
was. Other social eyils exist; but 
thanks be to God, as a people we are 
growing in our appreciation of their 
enormity and crime,“and we believe the 
day shall come when every evil thing 
shall be banished, and the righteous- 
ness of God shall be universally recog- 
nized and honored, 

Procrastination is ve the most 
common weakness of the individual. 
We know but defer the doing. And so 
God does not reside in our thoughts. 
Pre-oceupied, engrossed with a thous- 
and other aims, we fail to make all! 
tend towards Him and the manifesta- 
tion of His glory from day today. We 
liye in a busy age, and the majority of 
us can scarcely find time for contem- 
plation or meditation on the more im- 
portant and valuable themes.

The New Fuft, of the Japancac Navy, Isa 
Veasel to be Pread of, 

In two years at the outside, the 
#trength of the Japanese navy will be 
represented by about 250.000 tons of 
displacement. 

Japan's largest and most formidable 
man-of-war is the Fuji, named after 
the highest mountain in Japan, hav- 
ing a tonnage of 12,649, which figures 
represent the exact height of the 
mountain in feet. 

The Fuji was ordered from the Arm- 
strong-Whitworth Company, England, 
with her sister ship Yashima, in June, 
1894, two months before the outbreak 
of the China-Japanese war, and ar- 
rived at Yokohama, the central naval 
@tation of Japan, on October, $1, 1897. 

The Fuii is a first class battle ship 
with a displacement of 12,649 tons, and 
18,687 horee power, with a speed of 
eighteen ond a quarter. knots an 
hour. The dimensions are :—Length, 
406 feet 6 inches ; breadth, at the broad- 
eet part, 73 feet; main draught, 26.3 
feet. Her armament consists of four 
l-inch Armetrong guns, ten 6-inch 
Armstrong quick firing guns, twenty 
#pound quiok fires, four 21-2 pound 
quick fires and five torpedo tubes. 

The Fuji is painted a white gray, 
the color. of alk Japanese war ships. 
Her funnels are placed fore and aft, 
instead of abreast, and there is only 
one top for guns to each of the masts. 
These masta are fitted with an am- 
munition hoiat, which runs inside. She 
has on board Captain Minra, Comman- 
der Saito, and a orew of about three 
hundred and fifty officers and blue- 
jackets. 

She is the biggest war vessel ever 
possessed by Japan,—indeed, the larg- 
t which ever passed through the 
Suez Canal. This monster represent- 
@d the Japanese navy at the naval re- 
view at Spithead during the Queen's 
jubilee.

‘( WOMEN OF PORTO RICO, 


No one ever walka in Porto Rico. The 
mule’s the thing here. The women ride 
& great deal. The better classes use 
the English side saddle, although a few 
prefer the more picturesque and safer, 
but less graceful, Spanish saddle. In 
the country districts the pillion is oc- 
casionally employed, while among the 
lower classed many women ride astride 
without exciting comment. When the 
natives are both pretty and good rid- 
ers they display considerable coquetry 
in the saddle. ; 

I noticed one rider near Juana Diaz 
who took my mind back to the old days 
of chivalry writes a correspondent, She 
was a lovely girl of about fifteen or 
sixteen, with a face like a Madonna 
and a figure like an artist's model.

Nearly all the 
women were on muleback, and sat or 
lolled aq if they wera in an easy chair 
in their own homes. A few, probably 
wealthier than the others or else deli- 
cate in health, were accompanied by 
little. darky boys, who held over them 
& parasol or an umbrella, 

On Sunday each woman wears a huge 
rosary, sometimes so large as to be un- 
comfortable. I saw several that were 
so unwieldly that they went over the 
shoulders and formed a huge line, larg- 
er indeed than astring of aleigh bells 
These are ornamental rosaries and are 
not used for prayer. The praying ros 
ary is as small and dainty as those 
used by fashionable women in our own 
Roman Catholic churches. Besides the 
fan and the rosary every woman was 
provided with a neat and often hand- 
somely bound prayer book and a huge 
lighted cigar or cigarette. 

This is indeed the land for women 
who love the weed. A few amoke cigar- 
ettes and pipes, but the majority like 
partajos, perfectos, Napoleons and oth- 
er rolla of the weed larger than those 
usually seen in our land. They amoke 
them at home and in the streets, at 
the table or on the balcony, lying in 
hammocks, or lolling on their steeds, 
and only desist when within the #a0c- 
red walls of the church.

THE OCEAN DRIED UP 


Tt has been reckoned that if the whole 
ocean were dried up, all the water 
passing away as vapor, the amount of 
salt remaining would. be enough to 


cover 5,000,009 square miles with a lay-

PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS 
EUROPE HAS BEEN DRENCHED WITH 
THE BLOOD OF HEBAEWS. 


Petemtates Whe Bave tn Yata Tried to 
Step the Barbartiics: te The«e Peeple 
The Part England Played tea the Regie - 
sieg ef the tnhbemantites Toward 
fe wre, 

The line of anti-Gemitic feeling in 
early mediacyal times followed two 
more or lesa diviinct courses. When, in 
the fourteenth century the plague of 
the Black Death spread from China and 
invaded Europe the sons of I«rae! were 
charged with having poisoned the 
aireams and wells. What seemed at 
first to lend some plausibility, to the 
suggestion was the fact that the plague 
attacked the Hebrews in a somewhat 
milder form. This was probably due to 
the more temperate and cleanly mode 
of life which their religion preacribed, 
and, although many of them died of the 
Black Death and it appeared in dia- 
tricta where none of the larnelites lir- 
ed, the suggested cause gained wide 
acceptance, 

This accusation firet took form m 
Southern France, where in 1348 an en- 
tire congregation waa cast into the 
fimes, It ws saaaid that a world-wide 
conspiracy had been formed, with Jo- 
cob Pascate of Toledo, as chief conspir- 
ator, and that the poison was manu- 
factured from the flesh of the basilisk, 
or from spiders, frogs and lizards and 
sent from Toledo all over Europe. 


THE POPE DEFENDS THE JEWS. 


Pope Clement VI. issued a bull de- 
nouncing these charges as falee, but 
even Papal authorities could not pro- 
tect the devoted people. The atory 
spread to Spain with the Black Death, 
and as the dread plague made its way 
to Switzerland, Cologne, and Strasburg 
the acousation of poisoning the water 
supply brought ever in¢reasing perse- 
sutions upon the helpless Hebrews. 

Again Clement VI. found it neces- 
gary to protect against the persecu- 
tions, pointing out the fact that the 
persectited, too, were dying from the 
‘plague and that it had apread into 
provinces never tredden by the feet 
of the despised race, but all © wasin 
vain. In Baale the very city which 
has extended its hospitality to the 
Zionists for their conventions last year 
and this, the entire community of 
Hebrews was driven into a building 
eapecially constructed for the purpose, 
and there burned to death January 6, 
139, At Strasburg two thousand of 
the unfortunates were dragged to the 
cemetery and burned at the stake. Such 
was the ancient suffering entailed by 
ignorance and prejudice, to be parallel- 

fed, perhaps by the similarly baseless 
charge against the Jewish physicians 
| who have laid down their lives in Vien- 
ina in the cause of science. 

THE BLOOD ACCUSATION. 

Thera was still another black charge 

‘made aginet the Hebrews in mediae- 
val darkness. The horrible accusation 
, that Chriatian children were slain, at 


| Passover and their blood used in the 


‘ making of the unleavened cakes, was 
lechioed and re-echoed from age to age. 
Only last yéar the tale was retold in 
| Germany. A Jewish woman named 
' Hertz, in Issum, on the Lower Rhine, 
‘asked a nine-year-old boy, Karl Hilb, 
to go on an errand for her to get some 
lamp chimneys. As Frau Hertz was 
about to fetch tne tamp the lad ran 
home and told his parents that the 


“Jew woman, had enticed him into 
her house and attempted to murder 
him. The father of the child at once 
communicated with the police and the 
greatest excitement prevailed in the 
town. The Burecmaster, Herr Heck- 
iynann, took the matter up, and after 
‘interrogating the lad soon found that 
the latter had fabricated the whole 
story. ; 

The burgomaster immediately took 
steps to prevent the arrest of Frau 
Hertz. The anti-Semitic papers had 
meanwhile heard of the affair and made 
the most of it, speaking of wholesale 
arrests of thove implicated, thanks to 
the action of Herr Heckmann, the mat- 
ter was settled quietly and justly, 
but euch burgomasters were not al- 
ways to be found. 
| As long ago as 1171 the “ blood ac- 
cusation”’’ was made against the He- 
brews. The historians record the story 
thus: A Jew of Blois was riding at 
dusk toward the Loire in order to wa- 
ter his horse. There he met a Chris- 
tian groom, whose horse shied at a 
'white fleece which the Jew wore be- 
imeath his cloak, and, growing restive, 
jrefused to go to the water. The ser- 
ivant who wae well aware, of the Jew 
hating character of his master, the 
Mayor of the town, concocted a story 
which served as ground for an accusa- 
tion. He asserted that he had seen 
the Israelite horseman throw a mur- 
dered Chriatian child into the water. 
The Mayor bore a grudge against an 
influential Jewish woman named Pul- 
celina, who was a favorite of his lord, 
Count Theobald, of Chartres, and took 
this opportunity of revenging himself. 
He repeated the lie about the murder 
of a Christian child, and the charge 
read, “ The Jews crucified it for the 
Passover and then threw it into the 
Loire.” 

JEALOUSY AND MALICE BROUGHT 
TO BEAR. 


Count Theobald thereupon command- 
ed that all the Jews should be put 
in chains and thrown into prison. Pul- 
celina alone, for whom Theobald en- 
tertained a particular affection, re- 
mained unharmed. Relying upon this. 
ashe promised her co-religionista to se- 
eue their release. But Isabelle, the 
Count’s wife, stirred by jealousy, plann- 
ed the utter deatruction of the Jews. 
She prevented Pulcelina from seeing 
the Count, and when he was ready to 
release the prisoners upon payment of 
a heavy fine, « priest interferred, sug- 
gesting a test of the tru’h of the

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groom's statement. The servant was 
taken to the river and set adrift im a 
boat filled with water, and as he did 
not sink the Count and Christian popu- 
lation were firmly convinced of his 
truthfulness. The entire Jewish con- 
gregation of Blois was condemned to 
death by fire. Thirty-four men ‘and sev- 
enteen women, including Puleelina, 
were first tortured, and then burned 
at the atake, on May 26th, 1171. 
With this tragic tale of hatred, jeal- 
ousy and perjury began the long line 
of blood accusations, which were to 
#pread over Europe and Asia for eight 
centiries to come, notwithstanding ev- 
ery effort to prove the falsity of the 
charge. In vain did those jearned in 
the law point to the Bible and the Tal- 
mud, showing that these absolutely for- 
bade the use of the blood of any animal 
much more the blood of human beings. 
Vainly did they aak the accusers to 
prove their charges; their reply waa! 
the torture and the stake. Monarchs 
and Popes arose, who tried to stem the 
tide of prejudice, but in vain. 
PERSECUTION IN GERMANY. 


Philip Augustus in 1181 asserted his 
belief in the innocence of the down- 
todden, Hebrews, but the poisonous 
tale apread to Germany nevertheless, 
Whenever the dead body of a Chris 
tian was found princes and people um- 
mediately laid the murder at the door 
of the Hebrews. A ship containing 
Jews was going from Cologne to Bop- 
pard, and after it another ship with 
Christian passengers sailed. When the 
second vessel reached Boppard, the dead 
body of a Christian woman was found 
there ; the conclusion was that the Jews 
had elain her. The Christians then pur- 
sued the first ship and hurled its in- 
mocent passengers into the Rhine. 

On another occasion the body of a 
Christian was found between Lauda 
and Bischolsheim. Baden, Without any | 
investigation the Jewish men, women 
and children of both towns were at- 
tacked by the mob and the clergy, and 
put to death without any trial what- 
ever. The same story might be told | 
over and over again for every district | 
and decade with ao little variation as | 
to be nionotonous. 


Pope Innocent IV. found it necessary 
to despatch «a bull from Lyons, July 
5, 1247, stating: “Certain of the cler- | 
gy ani princes, nobles and great lords! 
of your dioceses, in France and Ger- | 
many, have falsely devised certain god- 
less plans against the Jews, unjusily 
depriving them by force of their pro- 
perty and appropriating it them-! 
selves; they falsely charge them with | 
dividing up among themselves on the_ 
Passover the heart of a murdered boy. 
Chriations believe that the law of the 
Jews prescribed this to them, while | 
in their law the very reverse is ordain- | 
ed. In fact, in their malice, they as- 
eibe, every murder, wherever it chance 
to occur, to Jewa, etc.” i 


ENGLAND THE ORIGINATOR. 


England did not escape the passion 
for persecution, perhaps was the ori- | 
giniter of this charge, 1146, at Nor- | 
wich, which waa convulsed with a blood 
accusation, the result of which was 
that innocent men and women were | 
sawn asunder, The boy supposed to. 
hive been slain on that occasion was 
made “Saint William of Norwich.” 

Palma contributed its horror, and 
Vienna was omce more ready with 
its woes, It was in 1420 that three 
Christian children went skating near 
that city. The ice gave way and they 
were drowned. When the anxious par- 
enta failed ta find them a malicious 
rumour waa set on foot that they had 
been slaughtered by the Jews, who rej 
quired their blood for the ensuing Pass- 
over celebration. The result wasa/ 
wholesale slaughter of the Jews, more 
than « hundred of them being put to 
death in one field near the Danube. 

Silesia, Trent and Ratisbon all had 
their sensational attacks upon the He 
brews, with just ag good excuse aa the 
| other towas. Emperor Frederick II. de-. 
clared his disbelial of these charges, ' 


from his regrettable accident, and 


but little good was accomplished there- 
by. After Luther had used the He- 
brews for the purpose of the Reforma- 
pope th he did not a to ne He 
on m eweeping charges. Pope Clem- 
ent XIII, 1759, ereaiaianed that the 
Holy Seo had examined the grounds on 
which the belief in the use of human 
blood for the feast of the Passover reat- 
ed, and that the Jews must not be 


]condemned as criminals without due 


and legal trial. 


A hundred years before this, Vienna 
had again distinguished iteelf by ex- 
pelling every Hebrew eoul from with- 
in its walls. If Christians could and 
did entertain euch accusations against 
the Jews, the Mohammedans were not 
to be altogether behind the times, even 
though. they waited until 184 to have 
& great excitement over this timeworn 
subject. Sir Moses Montefiore and M. 
Adolf Cremieux went on aapecial mis- 
sion to Damascus, the seat of the trou- 
ble, and auccheded in preventing great 
slaugther anil continued suffering. 

Professor Leopold Zunz, one of the 
greatest of rman scholars, proved 
that the charge that the Talmud coun- 
tenonced any! such practice was abso- 
lutely false, /and yet there are some 
still ready to believe this monstrous 
charge. 


FISHES NEED AIR TO LIVE. 


Ponds In Which They May be Sealed up by 
tee and Dic for Want of tt, 

Tt is a familiar fact that fishes can- 
not live without air, of which all aweet 
water contains more or less, and in 
cold climates fishes sometimes die for 
want of air in ponds that are frozen 
over in winter; they exhaust the air 
contained in the water and not en- 
ough more can get in to sustain like. 

The frozen-over watera in which fish 
don't get air enough to support life 
are likely to be amaller ponds with a 
gravel border all around, where the 
ice can form unbroken clear to the 
edge, making a complete covering over 
the water, and practically sealing it 
up. If there is vegetation around the 
pond at the edge of it, shrubbery or 
trees or branches dipping in the wa- 
ter, such vegetation is likely to supply 
some air, for as the ice settles it cracks 
and breaks about the stalks of this 
Vegetation and thus leaves places 
where air can get in. 

Sometimes in small sluggish bodies 
of water, euch as park ponds, holes 


are cut in the ice to give the fishes 
beneath air.

Emperor William's Visit to Palestine Stirs 
Mersta’s Jenlonsy—Fun fer the Comic 
PapersA Fatigaing Journey. 

It is said that Russia, in order to 
the Anglo-German agree- 
ment, has come to a closer under- 
standing with Austria, by which those 
two countries and France Will jointly 
oppose the increasing influence of 
Germany in the Orient, and will in no 
case permit Turkish cessions to Ger- 
many. The bulk of the German news 
yepers express the opinion that Emper- 
or William’s trip will yjeld little tan- 
gible good, but will create much jeal- 
ousy upon the part of the interested 
powers who will endeavor to destroy 
any German projects in Asia Minor; 

The German comic papers are poking 
fun ai the Emperor and his new cru- 
sade, leading im some cases to pro- 
secutions on the charge ‘of lese ma- 
jeste. 

The German newspaper correspond- 
ents with Emperor William highly 
praised the lavish hospitality of the 
Sultan of Tefkey, wiih. however. has 
ereated intense dissatisfaction among 
the Turkish. Placards have been post- 
ed on the streets of Stamboul denounc- 
‘ing the extraordinary sums spent on 
the Emperor, which money, it is fur- 
ther pointed out, comes out of Mo- 
hametan pockets. 

REFUSED A NOTABLE OFFER.

Continuing, the Emperor remarked) 
that the more the Germans in the, 
east clung to their mative country the 
more would they constitute a civiliz- 
ing and useful element in the Turkish 
empire, and it was in recognition of 
this fact that the Sultan had extended 
his benevolent protection to the Ger- 
mean residents. The march of the Im- 
perial part from Bah-El-Wady to Je- 
rusalem was especially interesting, as 
the route traversed the valley of Aja- 
lon, where Joshua defeated the five 
kings of the Ametites.

Mr, A. B. Willmott has recently 
published a. book on the “Mineral 
Wealth of Canada.” --He says this:— 
* Nearly the equal of Europe in size, 
we surpass any one nation of that 
continent in the variety of our min- 
eral deposits, and may yet equal the 
riches of them in the total value of 
our production. Great Britain has 
had large deposits of coal, and her 
production is the greatest in the 
world. Her output must, however, 
shortly begin to lessen, while ours 
willincrease. Russia stands second 
asa petroleum producer, and will 
no doubt surpass us for years. It 
ig possible, howeyer, that fields will 
be discovered in the North-west the 
equal of hers. The copper out-put 
ot Spain at present exceeds ours; 
but the deposits here are just as ex- 
tensive as theirs. Similarly with 
other minerals, different European 
nations surpass us in production, but 
it is probable that our deposits are 
the more extensive, «xcept in the 
ease of coal, petroleum and tin. 

“ Already in asbestos we have 
surpassed not only Europe, but the 
world. ltaly—our only competitor 
~—is far behind. With nickel we 
occupy the same proud position. 
Oar gold product, though it may 
never equal that of Australia or the 
United States, may easily exceed 
that of all Europe combined.”

SHE FELL 10 HER DEATH. 


A WOMAN'S TERRIBLE DEATH AT 
A TORONTO FIRE. 
Twe Gthers Were seriously tajared — They 
Were imprisesed tn an Upper “tery. 

A despatch from Toronto says — A 
fire broke out inf the rear of McLeod 
jamd MocElroy’s tailor shop, 63 King 
shortly after 10 o'clock on 
Wednesday night. lt «pread immedi- 
ately to the stairways, and five women 
who tived in the flats above were coop 
ed uplike rats inatrap. One of them, 
Mise Mary Power, fell from a third- 
storey window to the concrete pave- 
ment, and died from her injuries at the 
Emergency hospital early next morn 
ing. Another, Mias Kate Rarber, was 
carried out by a fireman twenty tnin- 
utes later, badly burned and nearly 
suffocated. Her injuries serious, 
but she may recover.  \ 

The fire was first seen by Joseph 
Lindsay, of 60 King street west. and R. 
Waddell, and they rang in an. alarm 
from the corner of King and fay 
streets at 10.15. The reela were quickly 
on hand, but the ladders, which were

the gathering crowd helplessly watch- 
ing the frenzied women at the win- 
dows, along time in coming. ‘The 
smoke was pouring from every window, 
and one woman, to wet air, crawled 
out on the cornice. Overcome by the 
smoke, Miss Power fell headlong from 
her window to the pavement before the 
ladders arrived. 
FAINTED AND FELL. 

Miss Power was in bed and asleep 
when the fire started. When she was 
awakened by the smoke and noise, she 
rushed, in her night clothes, to the 
Stairs, only to find them in flames. She 
then Yought her way to the front of the 
building, and reached a window, after 
a terrible struggle through the flames 
and smoke. As soon as she reached 
the window she was seen, and a ory 
went up from the crowd. They en- 
couraged her by shouts to hold on until 
ths ladder arrived, but the woman was 
overcome by the smoke, and, notwith- 
standing the fact that she was tom- 
paratively safe where she was, she 
fainted, and fell to the ground: She 
was at once picked up by eager hands 
and carried into Lindsay's grocery 
store across the street, 

UNCONSCIOUS BY HER BED. 


Miss Barber, who is employed at 
Lindsay’s grocery, was hardly more 
fortunate, as she remained in the build- 
ing until the fire was almost extin- 
guishsd, and received terrible burns, 
She was discovered lying insensible be- 
side her bed by Fireman William Craw- 
ford. They picked her up and carried 
her down the ladder after the fire was 
practically over, and took her directly 
to ths Emergency hospital. Her face 
and neck were burned, and she had evi- 
dently inhaled some of the flames. Her 
recovery is doubtful. ? 

CREPT OUT ON THE CORNICE. 

Mrs. Fieroe, a nurse, was the other 
seriously injured woman. Like her two 
companionsin misfortune, she was in 
bed when the fire broke out. She made 
her way to the front of the building, 
opened a window, and crawled out on 
the cornice. The spectators below fear- 
ed a repetition of the previous catas-| 
trophe, and shouted to her to hold on. 
Mrs. Fierce sat calmly down on the 
narrow ledge, and waited till a ladder 
had been hastily erected. She then sur- 
rendered herself tothe muscular arms 
of Fireman “Billy” Smith, and was | 
soon onthe pavement. She was taken 
tothe National Club, where Dr. Garratt 
attended her, and shortly afterwards 
she was removed to the Emergency. 

AT THE HOSPITAL, 

The Emergency Hospital, where the 
threee victims were conveyed, was tax- 
ed to its utmost capacity. Dr. Garratt, | 
King, Noble, MeCrae, and Stewart and 
three nurses worked with the patients. | 
Tt was found that Miss Power's legs 
had been broken by her terrible fall. 
She was burned about the face and 
arms, and one of her lungs was de-| 
stroyed by the flames she had been | 
forced to breathe, Miss Barber’s burns 
were concentrated on the upper part 
of her body. Her face was blistered 
beyond recognition. Mrs. F. Fieroe is 
composed of some such stuff as heroines 
are made of, for notwithstanding the 
fact that almost every part of her per- | 
son had been scorched, she remained 
cheerful and patient. 

MISS POWER’S LIFE.

SMUGGLING BOMBS INTO RUSSIA.

The Pelive on the Prentier Fear Nihdtte 
Pets, 

A despatch from Rerlin sya:—The 
local paper of Memel, tthe aorthern- 
moet town of Prussia, a week ago con- 
tained mews that in Memel, Nimmer- 
matt, and Polangen, and along the en- 
tire Prusso-Russian frontier the Pras 
sian and Russian police and revenue 
officers had instituted thorough 
search for dynamite, bombs, which Rus 
sian Nibilista, in Germany, plotting 
against the Czar, were said to be amug- 
glimg across the frontier. The Berlin 
papers at firat received the aews with 
incredulity, but Friday's iseue of the 
Memel paper reiterates its assertions, 

and furnishes new details 

It is declared that the investigation 
bas been most thorough between Po- 
langen and Linau, Russia. The potive 
have searched every house along the 
frontier and have made a number of 
arrests at Meme!. The Prussian an- 
thorities have co-operated with the 
Russian police, and their activity has 
caused a tremendous sensation in the 
entire district along both sides of the 
frontier. 

PLOT MAY HAVE SUCCEEDED. 

M. de Roenne, a Russian police eom- 
missionér, came across the frontier 
Tuesday for the final search in Nim- 
mersatt, Up to that time the bomba 
had not been found, and it waa thought 
by the police that the plot to smuggle 
them across the frontier in all prob- 
ability has been successful, lihough it 
was believed that part of the infernal 


machines might be still on Prussian 
soil. 


It was a Russian mechanic named 
Palzoff, a resident of Krottingen, who 
revealed the plot to the police. 

ECONOMICAL SECRET SERVICE. 

In the military budget now before 
the imperial Reichstag there is an 
item of 4,500 marks charged to the 
“secret fund,” whereby is meant the 
service which maintains espionage 
upon suspected persons — domestic 
malcontents and agents of foreign 
Governments.

THE TREATY OF PARIS. 
Spantards Very Bitter @rer the Terme 
Agreed ta. 

A despatch from Paris, saye:—The 
United States and Spanish Peace Com- 
missioners concluded their work on 
Thursday, and finally settled the 
terms of the treaty of peace. They 
will meet once more In formal session, 
en Saturday or Monday next, when 
the Spanish commissioners sorrowful- 
ly, and the Americans with feelings of 
relief, will write their signatures upon 
the document which embodies the re 
sults of the war, and the preparation 
of which has consumed eleven weeks, 
a longer time than the war itself. In 
the meantime, the treaty will be en- 
grossed under the supervision of the 
secretaries of th: reapective commis- 
sions. 

‘The Spaniards are exceedingly bit- 
ter over the nesult, though observing 
the forms of friendliness and courtesy 
to the end. Senor Montero Rios, whose 
strong and persistent struggle to save 
for his country every possible asset 
from the wreck of her colonial empire, 
his commanded the respect and admur- 
ation of his opponents, went from the 
Council chimber Thursday to his bed in 
a state of complete collapse as tha re- 
sult of the long strain and his chagrin 
over the small fruits of his efforts. 
Senor Ojeda has been prostrated since 


Wednesday, and was unable to attend 
tha joint session. 

The Spaniards charge equal blame 
upon the European powers and the 
United States for their downfall. One 
of th: Spanish commissioners said on 
Thursday evening :—“The European na- 
tions hive made a great mistake in de- 
serting Spain and leaving her to spoli- 
ation by the brute force of a con- 
scienceless giant. They all know that 
in the Philippines, America has taken 
more than she can digest. She will 
ultimately sell the islands to England 
or Germany, and, when -the transfer 
is attempted, it will precipitate gen- 
eral European strife. 

“We hive refused to sell any islands 
in the Carolines. We never thought of 
considering an offer. Nor have we con- 
sented to negotiate upon any questions 
except those directly involved in the 
protocol signed at Washington.”

In your eagerness to fill your flower. 
beds or window gardens with stately 
lilies or gorgeous hyacinths and tulips, 
pray do not overlook the host of small. 
er bulbs. But, rather give the “little 
fellows" a trial, too. Once tried, ao 
acceptably will they fill the odd cor- 
ners and empty niches, that you will 
ever after deem your collection of flow- 
érs incomplete without them, None of 
them would you miss more than the 
crocus, One of the spring’s first heralds 
with its wealth of blossoms, purple, 
golden, yellow and pearly white. It 
will enjoy & sunny, woll-drained 
Spot on your lawn; and the richer the 
soil given it, the larger and finer will 
be the flowers/that reward you. But 
80 easy of culture is the crocus, that it 
teay truly be said to furnish any- 
where, and under almost any circum. 
stances. It is particularly valuable 
for making a border to a bed of bul- 
bous plants, like hyacinths, 

Other dainty edging plants are the 
scilla siberica, chionodoxa and the al- 
lium neapolitanum. The dark deep

Its cheapness recommends it, and 
no person who has smoked much of it 
cares for tobacco. It can be bought 
for a penny an ounce from thoge who 
make a special business of its manu- 
facture and sale, or can, less easily, be 


made at home. Most of it is bought, | 


however, and it is chiefly used by the 
countless factory hands of the Black 
Country and Lancashire. Thousands of 
bushels ofit are smoked every year. It 
weakens the jawbones first, and after- 
ward the eyesight becomes affected, 
But, most of all, it operates on the 
heart just as cigarette smoking does. 


HUGH QUARRIES. 

Under the Petersberg hill, at Mae- 
atricht, in Belgium, are the most ex- 
tensive subterranean stone quarries in 
the world, there being 116,000 passages, 
eaoh 50 feet high and 12 feet wide, 
and the whole covering a space 6 miles 
wide by 12 miles long. They are sup- 
posed to have been first worked by 
the Romans. The galleries, running 
generally at right angles, and lined 
by many thousand massive pillars, left 
by the excavators to support the roof, 
cross and intersect each other so as 
to render it exceedingly difficult to 
find the way out; and it is dangerous 
to enter this singular labyrinth with- 
out a guide. The workings abound in 
marine fossil remains. One of the 
phenemena pointed out by the guides 
is the formation of a amall matural re 
servoir in the roots of a fossil tree.

MODERATE APPLICATION OF 
MANURES. 

A very common mistake in, applying 
farmyard manure is to give a small 
part of the farm a very heavy coating 
and leave the remainder without any. 
There are several good reasons why 
such a practice should not be followed. 
If the manure has been properly cared 
for there is no need of such heavy ap- 
plications to supply sufficient plant 
food for the crops, and when heavy 
manuring practiced a large part of 
the farm is neglected while «a amall 
part recelves much more than it re 
quires. The practice is similar to 
starving the greater number of o herd 
of cattle and giving the few remaining 
animals far more than they can eat, 
Very heavy nianuring js wasteful—On 
tario experiment atation. It is fre- 
quently Imed that if the first croy 
does not require the plant food applied, 
the next crop wii be all the better off. 

It is true that the heavier the app!i- 
eation the greater the residue left 
over for succeeding cr but It does 
mot follow that there is no waste of 
plant food under heavy manuring. 
There is danger that some of the ex- 
_| ceavive plant food may be leached out 

of the soil and lost in the drainage 

water when the land is not under crop. 

Im all fertile esoile there is always a 

considerable loss of nitrates from’ the 

soll im the draimage water, and it is 
not difficult to understand that the 
reater the excess of soluble plant food 
the sol’ the greater the loss in the 
drainage water. Some loss ia sure to 
ooour, but an effort should be made to 
make the lows as amall as possible ; and 
moderation in applying manure is one 
step in this direction.

SCENE OF THE WRECK. 


The plant of the Consolidated Gas 
Company occupies several blocks in 
the neighborhood of Avenue A and 
%th street. On Avenue A, beginning 
at 20th street, ia the five-storey brick 
factory of Henry Fuldner, manufac- 
turer of extension tables. The other 
half of the blook is occupled by five- 
storey tenements, the property of the 
Gas Company, and largely tenanhied 
by its employes. Immediately back of 
the factory and tenements was the 


great steel tank, 178 feet in dia- 
meter, and 160 feet high. Rising out 
of the ground and to a height of 50 
feet was built @ great circular wall of 
granite and brick, and many feet in 
thickness. This was filled with eight 
millien gallons of water. The tank 
was supported by eight great steel up- 
rights, 212 feet high. The water in the 
pit fitting against the tank made it 
“goa tight.” A gang of men were at 
work under a foreman, filling the pit 
with water to make the firat “water 
test.” The great tank, with a gas capa- 
city of 8,600,000 oubic feet, and costing 
$900,000, seemed to withstand the teat” 
well. The representatives of the com- 
pany and the foreman in charge were 
congratulating themselves upon the 
success of the work. The laborers 
were even beginning to gather up 
their tools to ——s off. *® were 
many people on streets, and crowd- 
d street cars were coming and going;

Mary Anne O'Connell and her little 
four-year-old sister, Catherine, were 
seated at the front window on the se- 
cond floor of No. 385 Avenue A. Re- 
fore they could turn to flee a rush of 
water struck them both, smashing them 
through the door and carrying them 
half a block distant. Both were ter- 
ribly injured, the little one perhaps 
fatally. 

Henry Falder was ‘taken up bodily 
and carried almost to 2ist @treet. His 
son was also carried out of his office 
by the water, but was caught in the 
debris, and buat for the timely arrival 
of some workmen with axes he would 
have been drowned. 

Andrew Wendt, one of the killed, 
was near the base of the tank when it 
collapsed.

Missionaries eal Three Nations Massacred 
by Chimese. 


J. Fleming, an English missionary, 
has been killed by natives and soldiers 
at Tsing-Ving, 90 miles east of Kuei-

Caviare Toast.—Spread strips of but- 
tered toast with the contents of a can 
; caviare made into a paste by mixing 
it with 3 teaspoonfuls of melted but- 
ter, a little salt, and a dash of cay- 
enne pepper. Squeeze a few drops of 
lemon juice on each piece, and serve, 

Cream-of-Heet Soup. — One quart of 
beets, 1 quart of milk, 1 table-spoonful 
of butter, 2 table-spoonfuls of flour 
Berape the skin from the beets, and put 
them on to boil in a pint of water. 
Cook until tender, when the water in 
which they were boiled should be of a 
deep crimson hue. Chop the beets, and 
press them through a vegetable-press, 
then add them to the water. Cook 
together in a saucepan the butter and 
flour, and when they bubble stir slow- 
ly on them the scalding milk. 6tir 
over the fire until the mixture thick. 
ens, then add the beet puree. Season 
with salt and white pepper. If pro- 
perly prepared, this soup will be rose- 
pink in color and very pretty. 

Fried Smelts.—Dry the smelts be- 
tween the folds of a soft linen towel 
dip, in egg and cracker crumbs, and 
leave them in a cold place for several. 
hours. Fry in deep fat. 

Buiter Gauce.—Stir and beat 6 table 
spoonfuls of butter with a fork until 
like very thick cream. Beat into this 
2 table-spoonfuls offinely minced pars- 
ley. When the sauce is pale green add 
® teaspoonful of lemon juice, a tea- 
galt and paprika to taste. Whip all 
together for five minutes before turn- 


ing into asmall cut-glass or china 


bowl. Pass with the fish. 


Sweetbresd Pates.~—In making the 
pastry for the dinner, enough should 
be prepared to serve as crust for the 
Chop 
three-quarters of a pound of firm but- 
ter into 1lb., of chilled flour, The 
chopping-bowl, knife, rolling-pin board, 
and pie-plate must be cold. When 
the butter is chopped into tiny bits, 


pour into the bowl a generous half. 
pint of iced water. Stir all to a 
dough with a large spoon: Transfer 
the mass to the board, and with as few 
strokes as possible rell into «@ sheet

pestle. The sauce described, it is as. 
eerted, is different from and superior 
to any elsewhere described. 

“The bread crumbs, cerealine, and 
apples,” the writer says, “make the 
pudding light, the fruit and suet are 
the pudding, the flour simply holds it 
all together, and the molasses, cider, 
and brandy moisten it, while the spices 
give it flavor. The boiling amalga- 
mates the ingredients and the sauce 
makes it go.

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CHINESE JEWS. 


& Splendid Tabernacle tm the Flowery 
Kingdom, 

The Biblical prophecy that the Jews 

should be scattered abroad over the 


face of the earth is oertainiy a true) 


one, for there is no country in the 
world which does not contain its por- 
tion of these thrifty people. Even in 
Chima they have long been known. 
Karly in the seventeenth eentury, and 
shortly after the Italian missionaries 
had come to Peking, one of them, Mat- 
thew Ricci, recelved a morning call. His 
visitor wore the gorgeous Chinese 
dress, including ihe queue, but the fig- 
ure and face were not Mongolian, and 
the smiling countenance was not in 
keeping with the dignified solemnity | 
of a Chinaman. The gentleman's name} 
was Nlai, and he had heard of the ar 
rival of some foreigners who worship- 
ed one Lord of heaven and earth, and 
yet who were not Mohammedans, he 
belonged to the same religion, he ex- 
plained, and had called to make their 
acquaintance, Now, Master Ngai made 
it olear that he was an Israelite, a na- 
tive of Kae-Fung-Foo, the capital of 
Honan. He had come to Peking to pass 
a8 examination for a mandarin degree 
and had been led by curiosity and 
bretherly feeling to call at the mis 
sion house. 

In his native city, he said, there were 
10 or 12 families of Israelites, and a 
symagogue, which they had recently 
restored at the expense of 10,000 crowns, 
and they had @ roll of the law 400 or 
500 years old. The missionary's letters 
deacribed this synagogue. It ocenupied 
a space between 300 and 400 feet in 
length by about 150 feet in breadth, 
and was divided into four courts. It 
had borrowed some decorative splen-| 
dor from China. The inscription in He-| 
brew, “Hear, O Israel; the Lord our 
God is one Lord, blessed be the name 
of the glory of His kingdom for ever 
and ever,” and the Ten Command-. 
ments were emblazoned in gold. Silk- 
*m curtains inclosed the “ Bathel ” 
which enshrined the sacred books, and 
which only the rabbi might enter dur- 
ing the time of prayer. Every detail 
of this place, with its incense, its fur- 
niture and all its types of good things 
yet to come, is interesting. There, in 
the last century, the children of Is- 
rael at Kae-}ung-Foo.. worshiped the 
God of their fathers with the rites that 
pointed to the Messiah, of whose advent, 
as far as it can be ascertained, they 
never heard of until the arrival of the 
[talian missionaries. 

Learned men have entered into dis- 
cussion as to whether 
were Jews or Israelites, j 
come to China from the 
tivity or the Roman dispersion. They 
themselves say that their forefathers 
came from the West, and it is prob- 
able that the settles arrived by way! 
of Khorassan and Samarcand. They 
must have been numerous in the ninth 
century, for two Mohammedan travel- 
ers of that period describe a rebel, nam- 
ed Bae-Choo, taking Canton by storm 
in A. D. 877 and slaughtering 120,000 
Jews, Mohammedans, Christians and 
Parsees. More than one Jew of Kae- 
fung-Foo is known to have gained the 
right to wear the little, round but-/ 
ton oa the top of his cap eo dear to 
the ambition of a Chinaman. The Tai 
ing rebellion dispersed the settlement, 
and the remnant who remain faithful 
to the memory of old traditions are 
chiefly poor and distressed.

A funeral among the poor in. Jalapa, 
Mexico, is a sight long to be remem- 
bered. First come the coffin-bearers, 
carrying the stained pine box on their 
shoulders, for there isn't a hearse or 
even # carriage in the whole city of 
Jalapa. The coffin ia gaudily decorat- 
ed with long streamers of black muslin, 
and with ornaments that a child of 
this country wobld associate with 
Christmas trees. Behind follow the 
mourners, a motley crowd, shoeless, and 
often hatless. But however poor or 
miserable, they always liven things up 
with music. There is always a band, 
and it always plays the “Washington 
Post” march. 

When the grave is reached the mour- 
ners seat themselves comfortably, and 
man, woman and child proceed to light 
up cigars and cigarettes. While they 
smoke andchat the carpenter, he does 
not usually deserve the name of un- 
dertuker, carefully removes from the 
coffin allthe streamers and ornaments. 
Somatimes even the body itself is re- 
moved and buried alone in cases where 
the family of the dead is too poor to do 
more than hire a coffin. Most carpen- 
ters keep on hand a stock ‘of boxes for 
just such occasions. Finally, when the 
burial service is ended, the mourners 
throw away their cigars form in line, 
and march back again to the city, 


while the band continues to play the 
“Washing Post.”

STORY OF THE CRIME.

We 
bad been in the waiiing room, where 
a curly-headed tramp was making fun 
for us with a nickel.

When they came together he 
struck at him. The man in the cap had 
one band tm hia coat pocket, and as 
the other struck him he pulled out «a 
revolver and fired. The tall man fell 
and the other ran up the track. I[ saw 
Mr. Hume, the station agent, arrest 
him, and I told M?. Hume he bad the 
tan who did the shooting.” 

Station Agent Hume corroborates the 
boy's story. He had put the murdered 
man out of the station, on account of 
his profane language. He declared he 
had been robbed of his money, and he 
was going to get even. The shooting 
took place a few minu'es subsequently.

QUEEN ON BRITISH EMPIRE. 


Mer Majesty's Comversations With a Maid 
of Moneour,

esting conversations Queen Victoria 
has had of recent years with one of 
her maids-of-honor. 

Giving expression to her thoughts on 
the British Empire, the Queen is re- 
ported as having said:—"My influence 
has ever been for peace. There have 
been wars, but only to establish peace 
andto give the people security. Wars 
for that end are justifiable, but for no 
other.
